Gamble, 42, who feels that her 
love for Butch may have sealed 
his doom, vowed to "fight to the 
last for his life." 
Butch got into the news early 
In 1960 when other owners protest­ 
ed that the normally well-behaved 
boxer went berserk whenever he 
•aw another dog. 
It wasn't his fault. Mrs. Gamble 
said. He was attacked by a big 
neighborhood bully dog when just 
a puppy and when he attained 
maturity he took his revenge on 
any dog he saw. 
She checked with the Canine 
Defense League on the possibilify 
of psychiatric treatment and a 
•pokesman announced- "We shall 
make a fight for the dog’s life. He 
can be cured." 
Butch was sent to the league's 
training center at Hampton where 
he was placed in the company of 
other dogs and made to obey or­ 
ders not to attack them. 
Butch developed into a model 
patient and dog psychiatrists said 
in time he would be cured. But 
the long separation—18 months— 
was too much for Mrs. Gamble 
and she petitioned a court for his 
release.

Gamble, 42, who feels that her 
love for Butch may have sealed 
his doom, vowed to “ fight to the 
last for his life.” 
Butch got into the news early 
in I960 when other owners protest­ 
ed that the normally well-behaved 
boxer went berserk whenever he 
•aw another dog. 
It wasn't his fault. Mrs. Gamble 
said. He was attacked by a big 
neighborhood bully dog when just 
a puppy and when he attained 
maturity he took his revenge on 
any dog he saw. 
She checked with the Canine 
Defense league on the possibility 
of psychiatric treatment and a 
spokesman announced: “ We shall 
make a fight for the dog s life. He 
can be cured.” 
Butch was sent to the league's 
training center at Hampton where 
he was placed in the company of 
other dogs and made to obey or­ 
ders not to attack them. 
Butch developed into a model 
patient and dog psychiatrists said 
in time he would be cured. But 
the long separation—18 months— 
was too much for Mrs. Gamble 
and she petitioned a court for his 
release. 
All seemed well. but police su­ 
perintendent Colin Evans told a 
court in Steyning Monday that 
Butch had attacked Pom Pom 
on the beach at Shoreham. 
He added that Butch caused 
"substantial 
injuries” 
to 
the 
poodle which he seized by the 
neck He also bit its owner, Mrs. 
Olive Sutch. on the foot when she 
fell to the ground while struggling 
to separate the dogs. 
“ We have our duty to the pub­ 
lic."

Of 127,200 Classrooms

WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
nation suffers from a shortage of 
127,200 public school classrooms, 
the U. S. Office of Education re­ 
ported today. 


It said its eighth annual survey 
indicated that 60,200 classrooms 
were needed to relieve overcrowd­ 
ing and 67,000 more would be re 
quired to replace unsatisfactory i 
quarters. 
The office said the classroom 
shortage as reported by the 50 
states and the District of Colum­ 
bia was reduced by 15,300 from 
the fall of 1960 to the fall of 1961.' 
Classroom construction in the 
1960-61 year reached a new high 
of 72,000 rooms but is expected 
to decline this year, it said. 
Public school enrollment, mean­ 
time, reached a new top of 37.5 
million when schools opened last 
September, an increase of 1.2 mil-! 
lion over the preceding year. En­ 
rollment will climb by more than 
one million again this fall, the 
agency said.

The total refugee relief bill in 
1961 ran to $18 million and in­ 
cluded the cost of medical care, 
surplus food, loans and payments 
to schools in the Miami area that 
absorbed children of the Cubans.

A dispatch from Washington describ es the 
political serenity that prevails in the capital. 
However pleasant, such tranquility is not for 
long. Congress will reconvene on January 10— 
and the political storms will b e upon us. 
The opening flareup is likely to b e in the 
House over the Democratic leadership. Appar­ 
ently the speakership will go to Representative 
McCormack of Massachusetts. But impending is 
the contest b etween Representatives Bolling of 
Missouri and Alb ert of Oklahoma for the floor 
leadership, with the latter’s b ackers looking 
ahead to the day when the 70-year-old McCor­ 
mack steps down. 
Following in close order will b e the Presi­ 
dent’s message on the State of the Union. The 
b udget message will arrive shortly thereafter. 
So will the administration’s recommendations 
on foreign trade policy, medical care for the 
aged under Social Security, tax reform and 
other matters that can b e depended upon to 
raise Washington’s tempo and tempers. 
Always present are such old standb ys as 
Khrushchev, Berlin, the Congo and Laos, our 
b alance of international payments, anti-trust 
actions, the dollar’s integrity—and so on. 
Not to b e forgotten is the fact that 1962 
Is a Congressional election year and many of 
the deb ates on Capitol Hill are certain to b e 
b eamed to the voters b ack home. 
Yes, Washington will soon b e its old self 
again.

An Expert Experts 


Fred Warner Neal is reputed to b e mi expert on 
Russian affairs. 
He has b een chief of the foreign 
economic research on Ea^em Ekirope in the State 
Department. 
He presided over this country’s first 
cultural relations program with the Soviet Union, and 
organized the Russian b roadcasts of the Voice of 
America. 
This expert, in a pampWet pub lished b y the Center 
for the Study of Democratic Institutions b y the Fund 
for the Repub lic, said: 
“During the past fifteen years the Soviet Union has 
Meadily grown not only in economic and military power 
b ut also in world influence, while the area dominated 
b y communism has exp» xied. 
At the same time, 
American policy has b ecome whdly enmeshed in a 
nuclear arms race which, far from promoting our 
security, has within it the seeds of war and thus of 
destruction of our whole civilization.’* 


As one readi this paragraph, K is to b e pre­ 
sumed that Soviet Russia is performing 
a nob le 
task b y spreading its imperial power b y economic 
and m ilit^ expansion v^ reas the United States 
Is performing a criminal act b y organizing to de­ 
fend Itself and its allies against conquest b y Soviet 
Russia. Neal .apparently does not b elieve tiiat we 
are organizing to protect this country from b eing 
conquered as Hungaiy or Tib et have b een conquered 
b ut rather that we should give 
hi to Russian 
suzerainty. For instance, he says: 


a solicitous concern for the vwy ob jectives 
we seek to further makes it necessary to state that 
the re^xmsib ility for today’s dangerous internatiimal 
Bitiuation must also b e shared in no little degree b y 
American policy.’’ 
I gather that Neal feels that the Uiuted States has 
pushed Soviet Russia into its ugly attitude. For in- 
Btance, he says: 
“Pushed b y fear, ignorance, and ideology, which 
often add up to false views o f the world, the Russians 
are frequently not only churlish b ut also in intentional 
conflict with much of what we stand for ^ home and 
ab road. Their insistence on this conflict, partly in the 
h< ^ of fearing cormrnmism throughout the world, is 
a type of aggression, b ut in and of itsdf it is not 
nacessarily military ag^^ession.” 
But what are the facts? It was the United Status 
which rescued Sib eria iHXwinces of Soviet Russia 
from the Japanese who would in 1918 to 1920 have had 
no difficulty in walking off with that loot. I was there 
and w a td ^ that performance from b eginning to end. 
It was the United States which sent food to Soviet 
Russia ki the 1920s when the Revolution was coiiapsing 
frmn hunger. It was the United States which gave 
Soviet Russia $11,000,000,000 to defend itself against 
conquest b y Hitler after the Hitier-Stadin Alliance was 
b roken: it was the United States which b rou^t Soviet 
Russia into the family of Western nations. 
As I road this curious apology for Soviet Russia. 
1 wonder what can possib ly b e Hs justification. For 
instance, Neal says: 
“Nowhere in the whole b ody of Soviet Marxist 
theory i* there the im-plication that the Soviet Union, 
for ideological or any other reasons, should itself 
Initiate a war . . . Soviet doctrine foresees com­ 
munism coming to the world through other means 
than military conquest." 
However, Stalin wrote: 


“Under such circumstances, could the Russian 
Communists have cimfined their <q;>erations within 
the narrô w national limits of the Russian revolu­ 
tion? Certainly not! On the contrary, the whole 
^UiatliMi, internal (profound revolutionary crisis) 
and external (war) pushed them b eyond Uiese con­ 
fines in their work, to transfer their struggles to 
the international arena, expose the ulcers of im­ 
perialism to full view, demonstrate the inevitab le 
collapse of capitalism, defeat social-chauvinisra and 
aocial-pacifism. and finally overtiirow capitalism in 
their own country and forge a new weapon of 
atruggie for the proletariat, the toeory and tactics 
of the proletarian revolution, in order to lighten for 
the proletariat of all countries tl» task 
over­ 
throwing capitalism.”

WASHINGTON ~ Senators, of 
Gourst, never inveatigate them- 
selves — except in extreme cases, 
such as that of the late .)oe 
McCarthy.

He conducted excel­ 
lent hearings on juvenile delin­ 
quency. He ob viously knew that 
his presence in Katanga which the 
UN and the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion were opposing would strength­ 
en the opposition to the '.N and 
Kennedy, Yet he paraded around 
Katanga anyway, b olstenng Presi­ 
dent Tahomb e and telling him, ac­ 
cording to a report b y U.S. Am­ 
b assador Ed Gullion, that the 
Stale Department was influenced 
b y Communists.

Alsop Says Unduly Gloomy' Charge Groundless 


WASHINGTON 
Hiere is a story of the great 
Field Marshal Smut’s first visit 
to London that seems to gain 
poant with each passing New 
Year’f ^ y . 
Hie time was ab out halfway b e­ 
tween the Boer War and the First 
World War. Smuts wa s still a 
young man, onty b arely converted 
from tile daring Boer guerrilla 
commander into loyal sub ject of 
the &tt3sh Ekiqiire. He had come 
on an official visit, to signify his 
new loyalty, and London was the 
first great cky this veldt-b red 
man had ever seen. 
The b oat-train carried him and 
his escorting officer into the great 
city late at night, b ut they were 
up early, and they had to wait 
a while fw the (rfficial car that 
was to take Smuts to his first 
ai^intment. Smuts passed the 
time keenly studying the ever- 
dianging spectacle of Piccadilly 
-pre-first World War Piccadilly, 
rememb er, wdth half its traffic 
still horse-drawn, and its great 
houses of the eigliteentii century 
yet to b e replaced b y huge b tzsi- 
ne« 6 b locks. 
“It won’t wwk: it never can 
work," said Smuts finally, as he 
entered the car. And on b eing ask­ 
ed what on earth would not work, 
the soldier-philoeopher answered: 
“All this — this Londm of yours 
and what’s b ehind it. It’s too 
complicated. It’s got b eyond hu­ 
man cOTtrol.” 
Another aspect of the same 
prob lem Is illuminated b y a story 
ab out Bernard Berenson’s first 
visit to Paris after the Second 
Wwld War. Ife was already ven­ 
erab ly aged and strangely fragiie- 
seeming. b ut the eye that found- 
ed modem scimtific art criticism 
was as ob servant as ever. Strol­ 
ling with him one day, this re­ 
porter asked casually why Pafis 
was 80 evidently the most b eauti­ 
ful great cky in the world. The 
old man paused for only an in­ 
stant to reflect, and then replied 
decidedly: 
“Because k’s the last great cky 
which is still on a human scate." 
These two anecdotes of the re­ 
sponses of great men to great 
cities (xiginatiy came to mind b e-

cause this reporter had b een 
charged, at sometimes b efore, 
with b eing unckily gloomy. If a 
personal word is permissib le, the 
charge is groumtiess in ordinary 
terms. There is nothing gloomy 
or pessimistic ki reminders that 
grave prob lems exist b ut can b e 
solved b y adequate effort. Real 
pessimism oonnsts in b eing so ap­ 
palled b y grave prob lems that you 
look the other way.

Perhaps, for instance, 
they lead to undue emphasis on 
the continuous acceleration of his­ 
tory which was the sub ject of a 
previous report. But consider the 
Soviet anti-satellite missile of the 
future, that was forecast in that 
r^wrt. 'Think of what science has 
done, in the single key area of 
weaponry, in the few short years

McCormack’s attitude is some­ 
what different. He takes the posi­ 
tion that the speaker should not 
b ar commktees from pub licizing 
their activities. He’s willing to 
leave k up to each committee 
chairman to decide whether or 
not to permit television cameras 
in (heir rooms. 
Many memb ers of the House 
have b een urging such a course 
for years. They argue tiiat the 
^nate, which pemiits television, 
is b ecoming more and more the 
dominant chamb er of Congress 
and that something must b e doie 
to irffset thie toend. The pub lic

would contrib ute to this, they 
claim, giving the House a mwe 
nearly equal share in the legis­ 
lative process.

world. Back when I was a kid 
we were considered the roughest 
people. We had the b iggest and 
b est. We were a b it, scornful and 
wore rough-cut dishes. Well, the 
Russians have taken our places. 
Hiey wear the rough shoes, the 
rough-cut jackets. In fact, ttie 
Sib erians are the Texans of Rus­ 
sia—they’ve got the b iggest and 
b est. 
“Hiey, like us, have 
a great 
love fix’ family and the same 
kind of individual warmth and 
the same materialistic values. 
Oh. yes, they are materiidists. 
For all their Communism, they’ve 
got nothing to offer a man wh« i 
he succeeds except a b igger car, 
a b etter home, longer vacation« .

Capital Soon Will 
Be Back To Normal 


A dispatch from Washington describes the 
political serenity that prevails in the capital. 
However pleasant, such tranquility is not for 
long. Congress will reconvene on January IO— 
and the political storms will be upon us. 
The opening flareup is likely to be in the 
House over the Democratic leadership. Appar­ 
ently the speakership will go to Representative 
McCormack of Massachusetts. But impending is 
the contest between Representatives Bolling of 
Missouri and Albert of Oklahoma for the floor 
leadership, with the tatters backers looking 
ahead to the day when the 70-year-old McCor­ 
mack steps down. 
Following in close order will be the Presi­ 
dent’s message on the State of the Union. The 
budget message will arrive shortly thereafter. 
So will the administration’s recommendations 
on foreign trade policy, medical care for the 
aged under Social Security, tax reform and 
other matters that can be depended upon to 
raise Washington’s tempo and tempers. 
Always present are such old standbys as 
Khrushchev, Berlin, the Congo and Laos, our 
balance of international payments, anti-trust 
actions, the dollar’s integrity—and so on. 
Not to be forgotten is the fact that 1962 
is a Congressional election year and many of 
the debates on Capitol Hill are certain to be 
beamed to the voters back home. 
Yes, Washington will soon be its old self 
again.

An Expert Experts 


Fred Warner Neal is reputed to be an expert on 
Russian affairs. 
He has been chief of the foreign 
economic research on Eastern Europe in the State 
Department. 
He presided over this country’s first 
cultural relations program with the Soviet Union, and 
organized the Russian broadcasts of the Voice of 
America. 
This expert, in a pamphlet published by the Center 
for the Study of Democratic Institutions by the Fund 
for the Republic, said 
“During the past fifteen years the Soviet Union has 
beadily grown not only in economic and military power 
but also rn world influence, while the area dominated 
by communism has expanded. 
At the same time, 
American poiicy has become whoUy enmeshed in a 
nuclear arms race which, far from promoting our 
security, has within it the seed* of war and thus of 
destruction of our whole civilization ” 


As one reads this paragraph, it is to be pre­ 
sumed that .Soviet Russia is performing a noble 
task by spreading its imperial power by economic 
and military expansion whereas the United .States 
is performing a criminal act by organizing to de­ 
fend itself and its allies against conquest by Soviet 
Russia. 
Neal apparently does not believe that we 
are organizing to protect this country from being 
conquered as Hungary or Tibet have been conquered 
hut rather that we should give in to Russian 
suzerainty. For instance, he says: 


“And a solicitous concern for the very objectives 
we seek to further makes it necessary to state that 
the responsibility for today’s dangerous international 
situation must also be shared in no little degree by 
American policy.” 
I gather that Neal feels that the United States has 
pushed Soviet Russia into its ugly attitude. 
For in­ 
stance, he says: 
“Pushed by’ fear, ignorance, and ideology, which 
often add up to false views of the world, the Russians 
are frequently not only churlish but also in intentional 
conflict with much of what we stand for at home and 
abroad 
Their insistence on this conflict, partly in the 
hope of fostering communism throughout the world, is 
a type of aggression, but in and of itself it is not 
necessarily military aggression.” 
But what are the facts? It was the United States 
which rescued Siberian provinces of Soviet Russia 
from the Japanese who would in 1918 to 1920 have had 
no difficulty rn walking off with that loot. I was there 
and watched that performance from beginning to end. 
It was the United States which sent food to Soviet 
Russia ii the 1920s when the Revolution was collapsing 
from hunger 
It was the United States which gave 
Soviet Russia SI I.OOO .OOO.(XX) to defend itself against 
conquest by Hitler idler the Hitler-Stalin Alliance was 
broken; it was the United States which brought Soviet 
Russia into the family of Western nations. 
As I read this curious apology for Soviet Russia, 
I wonder what can possibly be its justification. For 
instance, Neal say’s; 
"Nowhere in the whole body of Soviet Marxist 
theory tx there the implication that the Soviet Union, 
tor ideological or any other reasons, should itself 
initiate a war . . . Soviet doctrine foresees com­ 
munism coming to the world through other means 
than military conquest." 
However, Stalin wrote: 


“ Under such circumstances, could the Russian 
Communists have confined their operations within 
the narrbw national limits oi the Russian revolu­ 
tion? 
Certainly not! 
On tin- contrary, the whole 
situation, internal (profound revolutionary crisis) 
and external (war) pushed them beyond these con­ 
fines in their work, to transfer their struggles to 
the international arena, expose the ulcers of im­ 
perialism to full view, demonstrate the inevitable 
collapse of capitalism, defeat sociai-chauvinism and 
social-pacifisnt. and finally overthrow capitalism in 
their own country and forge a new 
weapon of 
struggle for the proletariat, the theory and tactics 
of the proletarian revolution, in order to lighten for 
the proletariat of all countries the task of over­ 
throwing capitalism." 


lf this is not a justification for war. for conquest 
and infiltration, what is it? I can cite dozens of similar 
statements in Soviet literature and actually Mao Tze- 
tung’s quarrel with Khrushchev is based on the fact 
that Khrushchev is betraying the Stalinist concept that 
Communism can only succeed by constant war. Lenin 
stated the case simply: 
"The proletarian revolution is impossible without 
the violent destruction of the bourgeois state machine 
and its replacement by a new one.” 
Perhaps Fred Warner Neal did not read enough.

Alsop Says Unduly Gloomy Charge Groundless

There is a story of the great 
Field Marshal Smut s first visit 
to London that seems to gain 
point 
with 
each 
passing 
New 
Ytoar’s day. 
The time was about halfway be­ 
tween the Boer War and the First 
World War. Smuts was still a 
young man. only barely converted 
from the daring Boer guerrilla 
commander into loyal subject of 
the British Empire. He had come 
on an official visit, to signify his 
new loyalty, and London was the 
first great city this veldt-bred 
man had ever seen 
The boat-train carried him and 
hi* escorting officer into the groat 
city late at night, but they were 
up early, and they had to wait 
a while for the official car that 
was to take Smuts to his first 
appointment 
Smuts passed the 
time keenly studying the ever­ 
changing spectacle of Piccadilly 
-pre-first World War Piccadilly, 
remember, with half it* traffic 
still horse-drawn, and its great 
houses of the eighteenth century 
yet to be replaced by huge busi­ 
ness blocks. 
"It won’t work; it never can 
work.” said Smuts finally, as he 
entered the car And on being ask­ 
ed what on earth would not work, 
the soldier-phiUieopher answered: 
"All this — this London of yours 
and whats behind it. Ifs too 
complicated. It s got beyond hu­ 
man control " 
Another aspect 
of the same 
problem is illuminated by a story' 
about Bernard Berenson s first 
visit to Pans after the Second 
World War. He was already ven­ 
erably aged and strangely fragiie- 
seeming. but the eye that found­ 
ed modern scientific art criticism 
was as observant as ever Strol­ 
ling with him one day, this re­ 
porter asked casually why Paris 
was so evidently the most beauti­ 
ful groat city rn the world. The 
old man paused for only an in­ 
stant to reflect, and then replied 
decidedly: 
“Because ifs the last groat city 
which is still on a human scale," 
These two anecdote* of the re­ 
sponse* of groat men to groat 
cities originally came to mind be-

cause this

NEW PROCEDURE—When the 
House 
of Representatives con­ 
venes under the fledgling speaker­ 
ship of Rep. John W. McCormack 
of Massachusetts, there will be 
some changes in procedures. 
McCormack will not have the 
power of his predecessor, the late 
Sam Rayburn of Texas. Nor will 
he attempt to gather such power 
to himself, at least initially. Ray­ 
burn maintained a fine balance 
between personal power and the 
rights of the House and its mem­ 
bership. 
McCormack 
will 
share 
his 
power with the new House major­ 
ity leader, majority whip, and 
assistant whips He will delegate 
more authority to the chairmen 
of the various House committees. 
For 
this 
latter 
reason, 
the 
American public can look for­ 
ward to something new coming 
their way from the House — the 
televising 
of 
important 
House 
committee hearings 
Under Rayburn, televising of 
House committee proceedings was 
not permitted because Rayburn 


felt it his duty to protect the 
membership from the anticipated 
excesses of a few He also felt 
that the dignity of the House 
would be impaired if the public 
should be permitted to witness a 
headline-seeking “circus.” which 
some House hearings of the past 
have been. 
McCormack's attitude is some­ 
what different. He takes the posi­ 
tion that the speaker should not 
bar committees from publicizing 
their activities. He’s willing to 
leave it up to each committee 
chairman to decide whether or 
not to permit television cameras 
in their rooms 
Many members of the House 
have been urging such a course 
for years 
They argue that the 
Senate, which permit* television, 
is becoming more and more the 
dominant chamber of Congress 
and that something must be done 
to offset this trend 
The public 
awareness 
of 
House 
activities 
would contribute to this. they 
claim, giving the House a more 
nearly equal share in the legis­ 
lative process 


since the primitive A-bomb glar­ 
ed over Hiroshima. 
Or consider almost any other 
aspect of the phenomenon we call 
progress. They range from the 
explosion of knowledge, whose 
sheer power has driven every in­ 
tellectual discipline in upon it­ 
self. all the way to the popula­ 
tion explosion which is pushing 
every nation out against its neigh­ 
bors.

One conse­ 
quence. m Western societies, has 
been the lunatic modern gamut of 
political attitudes, ranging from 
the vicious and hysterical unreal- 
lsm of the extreme right to the 
open advocacy and national sur­ 
render by persons of Bertrand 
Russell's "better Red than dead” 
persuasion. 
But what is a sensible modem 
political attitude?

Speaking in English, the 
Senator said he understood the 
people’s love for their President, 
as he was a truly great leader. 
Senator Dodd expressed his ad­ 
miration for the achievements of 
Katanga and promised that on his 
return to America, he would speak 
about all he had seen in Katanga. 
He repeated that in the United 
States there is considerable sym­ 
pathy for Katanga. He was fre­ 
quently interrupted by applaud. 
On 30 November Senator Dodd 
and his group returned to Elisa-

by plane,

President left for Jadotville by 
car.” 
Senator Dodd is a member of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Sub­ 
committee on African Affairs.

U.S. Intelligence no* believes

This concentration on defense, 
the experts believe, may be one 
reason for the recent concentra­ 
tion on big nuclear warheads and 
missiles. Red Army leaders ap­ 
parently felt they got behind in of­ 
fensive weapons and, according to 
intelligence report*, insisted that 
Khrushchev okay the testing of 
new nuclear weapon*.

Duncan's latest book, ‘‘Picas­ 
so's Picasso*,” is filled with the 
•tory of the artist, but. more im­ 
portantly, Picasso’s private col­ 
lection of his own art which has 
never — before this book — been 
seen by anyone except a few 
close friends of the artist. The 
book has great splendor—beauti­ 
fully printed, impressively bound 
and priced—and Duncan is al­ 
most reverent about it. Recently 
he was standing in a bookstore 
showing the hook to a companion 
with great care and affection. 
Then he noticed a potential custo­ 
mer fingering rf. 
“You want to bet she doesn't 
buy it?" he said. 
"Looks like she will," said his 
companion 
"Nope, she’s turning the pages 
too fast," said Duncan who. like 
all authors, observes the behavior 
patterns of potential book-buyers 
with passionate attention to de­ 
tail. He was right 
She didn t 
buy. 
Duncan may soon begin a new 
book—"The 
Art of the White 
House,” a logical successor to 
his hook on the art of the Krem­ 
lin. If he does, it will he the first 
time he has ever done a story in 
this country. This idea struck 
him a few weeks ago while visit­ 
ing the White House He somehow 
wandered into the roan where 
Casals. Horszowski, and Schnei­ 
der were rehearsing for the fa­ 
mous White House concert 
"I was sitting at the back of 
the room and sunlight was pour­ 
ing in." recalled Duncan 
“Gil­ 
bert Stuart's George Washington 
was on the wall and I looked at 
this Spaniard, Jew. and Pole 
playing that music and I felt, 
’Boy, this is America , and here 
was something great. I’m still 
trying to find some sort of per­ 
sistent theme to hang a book 
on." 
I asked Duncan if he thought 
Americans 
are 
getting 
more 
sophisticated about art. 
"There’s not the slightest ques­ 
tion in my mind that Americans 
are getting more appreciative of 
art. I was just back in Missouri 
visiting my family, and I went 
over to 
my grammar school 
for laughs. Wanted to see the 
graduation picture of me and my 
brothers. But it wasn’t a laugh 
because right next to those panels 
of photographs were some repro­ 
ductions of a Cezanne, a Fein- 
inger, and a Picasso. I don t care 
if a lot of people are going to 


the Metropolitan to see that Rem­ 
brandt just because it cost a lot 
of money. All that matters is that 
they went for some reason and 
maybe something rubbed off on 
them from another exhibit.” 
Duncan has been in Russia 
many times. He said something 
about them not often heard in 
this country: "You know, we and 
the Russians have a great deal 
in common, really. In fact, the 
Russians have finally replaced 
us as the rough people of the 
world. Back when I was a kid 
we were considered the roughest 
people. We had the biggest and 
best. We were a bit scornful and 
wore rough-cut clothes. Well, the 
Russians have taken our places. 
They wear the rough shoes, the 
rough-cut jackets 
In fact, the 
Siberians are the Texans of Rus­ 
sia—they’ve got the biggest and 
best. 
“They, like us. have a great 
love for family and the same 
kind of individual warmth and 
the 
same 
materialistic values. 
Oh. yes, they are materialists. 
For all their Communism, they’ve 
got nothing to offer a man when 
he succeeds except a bigger car, 
a better home, longer vacations. 
Nothing spiritual. They have to 
find that within themselves as 
we do. 
“The only thing that’s different 
are the soldiers. American sol­ 
diers would never, even if they 
were ordered, take a man out and 
machine-gun him to death. The 
Russians would 
So would the 
Japanese and the Germans. Not 
the Americans.” 
He fell to talking about this 
country from which he has been 
away so much, 
"I’m not too 
worried about the collapse of the 
economy if we get total peace. 
There’s 
so 
much 
that 
hasn’t 
been done here. Take the roads. 
They’re an offense to every sen­ 
sitivity a man ever had. The 
houses being constructed now - 
shoddy construction, dung-heaps. 
We could clean up the rivers. 
"We don’t know how lucky we 
are. Just simple things—you can 
buy land here and you can’t do 
that easily in many other places 
in the world. I tried to buy some 
in Switzerland and it’s a difficult 
business. I notice a kind of ap­ 
prehension here. I don't know 
why we're so damned concerned 
and scared."

addition. 
The specifications were revised 
after the December bid rejection

acceptance of the low Hazelwood 
bid and has written the five mem­ 
bers of the County Board of Edu­ 
cation asking them to expresa 
their views. .
